Som e fe w o f the larder boils had five 
locks, a1] full of fluffy, white clusters 
of the seed and lint. 
M ebane found that some 
plants 
w ere shorter, stockier, and tougher 
than others. 
As a rule the plants of 
those days were tall, slender, frail, 
w ith a vast am ount of leaves which 
shaded 
the 
bolls 
from 
the 
sun. 
Strange to say, the roots were short 
— so short in fact th a t they w ere in­ 
adeq u ate to sustain the plant through 
d ry spells, so common 
during the 
sum m er months la the South. 
In his mind he pictured an ideal 
p la n t—with long roots, sinking deep 
into the ground, so as to suck in the 
m oisture beneath the surface of the 
h ard, baked, dry fields; n ex t in im­ 
portance was tho plant itself. Ile pic­ 
tu re d a short, stocky plant, with tough 
joints, and 
few leaves. 
His 
ideal 
plant was one th a t would devote ail 
its grow ing power to the fruit, or 
cotton, r a th e r -than to the plant itself. 
Selecting the plants which came 
n earest to reaching his ideal he care­ 
fully preserved the seed from them 
fo r planting the coming season. Day 
a fte r day he roamed through his ex­ 
tensive plantation searching carefully 
fo r the plants th a t most nearly ap­ 
proached his mental picture of ai. 
ideal plant. 
Alone and unaided he 
carried out his work, often laughed 
a t by his neighbors who were unable 
to comprehend or understand his te n ­ 
acity and painstaking care in finding 
th e best plants. 
The lint in one of the average cot­ 
to n bolls weighs approxim ately one- 
ten th of an ounce. 
Thousands upon 
thousands of these bolls were gather­ 
ed, weighed, and examined with min­ 
u te care. 
An accurate record of the 
Weight, percentage of cotton, and per­ 
centage of Seed was kept for each boll 
th a t was above the average in sire, 
o r that in any way excelled other 
bolls. 
E very plant th a t was selected as 
being in some way b e tte r than the 
average was carefully described in a 
w ritten record. 
Every detail of the 
p la n t— roots, joints, branches, leaves 
and fru it— was noted in detail in the 
record. 
\ \ hen Mebane began to select and 
record the facts it was necessary for 
a fa rm e r to bring 1,800 to 2,000 
pounds of the seed cotton to the gin 
to obtain a 500-pound bale of lint. 
T h e cotton as picked from the fields 
contains the seed. 
The seeds were 
w orthless except as a feed for cattle. 
Millions of tons of them were de­ 
stroyed every year. 
Laws were en­ 
acted to prevent farm ers from dum p­ 
in g them into stream s or otherwise 
disposing of them so as to injure 
o th ers. 
They had not even thought 
o f using the seed as fertiliser. 


A fte r several years of work Mr. 
M ebane successfully concluded the 
ex perim en ts which have brought a 
billion dollars 
to 
cotton 
growers, 
M ebane for years sought to int rease 
th e am o un t of cotton and decrease 
th e am ount of seed. 
The contents 
o f a boll or pod of cotton were but 
25 to 30 per cent cotton, the balance 
geed.

To select the bolls th at contained 
th e high* t percentage of lint, M* 
banc weighed on apothecal y scales

p u t e d th e e x a c t percentage* o f lin t 
to the minutest fraction of an ounce. 
Year a fte r 
y e a r he 
s e l e c te d 
and 
planted the seed front the bolls that 
contained the most lint. 
It was an 
endless task— thankless, and seem ing­ 
ly hopeless for several years, as the 
progress was slow. 
Infinite patience 
was required for the tedious work 
of going over, weighing, recording, 
and describing the characteristics of 
thousands of bolls each year. 
But 
finally an im provem ent wras noted. 
Y ear by year the percentage of lint 
increased. 
Y ear by year the stalks 
of cotton gradually grew smaller, the 
roots increased in length, and the 
joints were 
Cockier 
and 
tougher. 
His work was beginning to show re ­ 
sults. 
Neighbors began to m arvel at 
his cotton* and to inquire into his 
methods. 
In 1**00, a fte r more than 15 years 
of ceaseless labor, his fame began 
to spread. 
The United States Gov­ 
ernm ent sent its agents to learn his 
methods. 
F arm ers began paying a 
prem ium for planting seed grown by 
Mr. 
Mebane. 
Mebane 
cotton 
was 
taking hold. 
He started exhibiting 
his cotton 
at 
fairs. 
The 
skeptics 
w ere slowly adm itting th a t .Mebane 
was right, and th a t his cotton was 
better than the average. 


By 1900 his cotton had been de­ 
veloped to where it 
“ turned out” 
ab- ut one-third lint and two-thirds 
. cod. 
This was considered marvelous 
by the cotton grow ers at the time. 
But today the lint “ tu rn -o u t” is from 
40 to 
12 per cent. 
Although the 
seed is no longer destroyed, the lint 
rem ains by long odds as the most 
valuable portion of the crop. 
Today

ly large when it is waist high. When 
he started his work the average man 
could hide standing up in a cotton 
boid. 
Instead of raising large plants 
the farm er of today raises cotton and

Rich in the esteem of his 
fellow townsmen, loved, honored and 
looked up to by them , he is content to 
search for still b etter methods 
of 
grow mg and improving cotton, ra th e r 
than search fbr more dollars, or more
